REMARKS 



Applicants respectfully request consideration of the subject application as 
amended herein. This Amendment is submitted in response to the Office Action 
mailed October 25, 2005, in which claims 20-23 and 36 are allowed. Claims 1-4, 9, 
10,12,14, 26-29, 33, 34, 37, 38 and 41 are rejected. Claims 5-8, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5-1 9, 24, 
25, 30-32, 35, 39, 40 and 42-48 are objected to. 

In this Amendment, claims 1,4, 6-8, 1 1 , 13, 15, 24, 26-27, 29, 31 , 32, 36-37, 
40-41 , 43, 45, and 47-48 have been amended. No new matter has been added. 
Claims 2, 5, 28, 30, 39 and 42 have been canceled without prejudice. 

Applicants resen/e all rights with respect to the applicability of the Doctrine of 
Equivalents. 

Claim Obiections 

Applicants have amended claim 24 in response to the objection raised by the 
Examiner. 

Allowable Claims 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 20-23 and 36 are 
allowable. Applicants further thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 5-8, 11, 
13, 15-19, 30-32, 35, 39, 40, and 10, 25 and 30 contain allowable subject matter if 
rewritten to include all the limitations of the claims from which they each originally 
depended. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of allowable 
claim 5 and intervening claim 2. Thus independent claim 1 , and associated 
dependent claims 3, 4, 6-25 are in condition of allowance. 

Independent claim 27 has been amended to include the limitations of 
allowable claim 30 and intervening claim 28. Thus independent claim 27, and 
associated dependent claims 29, 31-35 are in condition of allowance. 

Independent claim 37 has been amended to include the limitations of 
allowable claim 39. Thus independent claim 37, and associated dependent claims 
38 and 40 are in condition of allowance. 
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Independent claim 41 has been amended to include the limitations of 
allowable claim 42. Thus independent claim 41 , and associated dependent claims 
43-48 are in condition of allowance. 

Independent claims 26 and 36 have been amended to include certain 
limitations of claim 39. Thus independent claims 26 and 36 are in condition of 
allowance.
